This method canitsts of blocking the 
nerves that can? Impulses of pain 
by local antesUuUo agents In (t 
manner similar to the more familiar 
XOTe-bloct- u sed by the denUit.- - 
The period of obUteratlon of pain 
from a single inJeeUon of the an- 
aesthetlo ti about an hour, Though 
this Is satUfactoiy for ihort, minor 



. opcraUons, It la ot lltUe use during 
childbirth, and the new technique 
provides for repeated InlceUons, 
given as frequently as needed, 
through a special, flexible needle 
left In place aa long as labor lasts. 

Throughout all this period, the 
progress ot tlie anaesthesia must be 
watched. by_n.. trolned.anaeitlieUsL 
Few hospitals are cow staffed by 
nnaesUietlslA trained in the pro- 
cedure, and even fewer have enough 
anacsUiotlsla to watch each woman 
tn the hospital throughout the per- 
iod of labor. 

The problem of accomplishing 
painless childbirth may now be said 
to be fairly well fioivei, but Uia 
suroerau* difficult problems. In- 
volved to making It available, gen- 
erally remain. Painless ehlldblnh Is 
la the same stage ai post-war 
tlon or pre-fnbrlcated housing. 

Ttie adrantaffe^ this new meliiod 
of anatgesia. in addlUon to the ob- 
UteraUon ot pain. Is Itaat the mother 
b conscious and capable of co- 
opera tins— a factor which frequent- 
ly shortens tlie durallon of labor. 
The chUa b In no way sjfected by 
the ptocedun. a factor which Is a 
dtsedvaniage In other types of 
aest h esla. 

The noUon that pain enhances
